SPEEDWAY TURNS 
SOCCER COMPLEX 


The Brooklyn 
Speedway, 18 km 
from the heart of 
Melbourne, is being 
developed as a 
soccer complex. 


The site has been 

, bought by interests 

associated with former 

Hahoah (Vic), George 

Cross and Adelaide City 
player Sam Tarascio. 


The ground will be 
ready for the 1981 season 
and is available for 
lease. 


lt is situated between 
Brooklyn and Laverton, 
on the Princes Highway, 
opposite the Brooklyn 
drive-in theatre and 
within easy access of St. 
Albans, Altona, 
Footscray, Sunshine and 
Werribee — all strong 
soccer centres.

Speedtrach will be 
retained and extended to 
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a quarter-mile race 
track. This extension will 
allow the development of 
a full International size 
soccer ground. 


The site already has 
advantages over many 
existing soccer grounds, 
being completely fenced 
with a spectator 
embankinent for proper 
viewing and a spectator 
barrier. 


Electrical wiring and 
light poles around the 
perimeter make night 
soccer a_ possibility 
simply by attaching the 
correct reflectors. 


A Press box also exists 
and is situated 20 ft. 
above the playing field 
for overall vision. It is 
equipped with telephones 
and a public address 
system. 


Sam Tarascio has 
developed on the same 
site, a $760,000 squash 
and restaurant complex, 
comprising eight glass 
back courts and a 
licenced restaurant 


seating 130 people. 


This complex will be 
extended to also include 
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a gymnasium, sauna and 
spa bath and would be of 
benefit to the tenant 
clubs if a change in 
training is required or if 
wet weather does not 


perinit outdoor training. 


The tenant clubs will 
be granted full usage 
rights to the ground, 
including catering and 
parking rights during the 


soccer season. 


One of the main 
advantages is that being 
a private development 
the ground is not subject 
to the usual restrictions 
and Jengihy red tape 
negotiations of the public 
or councilowned 
grounds. 


It will be possible for 
the right clubs to co- 
operate with the 
developers and gradually 
establish both social and 
playing facilities with 
the assurance of 
permanent tenure and a 
co-operative and flexible 
landlord. 


The venue has the 
potential eventually to be 
the equal of grounds like 
Middle Park stadium.

Ken Morton, player-coach of Rapid, is to be coach of

Formerly with Manchester United, 


| Morton believes that only four or five 


top players would have to be imported 
from overseas or interstate. 

He already has asked former Scottish 
international Lou Macari of Manchester 
United to join the Tigers. 

Club organisers believe there are 
enough talented players in Tasmania to 
make up the rest of the proposed, PSL 
teain. 

The Tigers hope to attract a major 
sponsor who would provide about 
$250,000 which would help pay the 
transfer fees.

The ground management committee 
has pledged to improve the pitch, extend 
the stands to cover about 4000 
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spectators, and provide a Press box.

DAVID COOK, proprietor of the 
Wheatsheaf Hotel and vice-president of 
Rapid. 

They are seeking a minimum of 100 
foundation inembers who would pay $250 
each, giving a total of $25,000.

If Wollongong City imagines it can run a 
successful team in the PSL on a total budget 
of $130,000 next season, officials are out of 
their minds or living in the land of the fairies.

‘Gong last week, the officials hope to spend $70, - 
000 on players, with the other $60,000 spent on 


wages. 


I can only say to them good 
luck and ash them to divulge 
their budget secrets to the 
other teams in the PSL that no 
doubt would be only too willing 
to share them. - 

Before I go any further, I 
must add that I think the idea 
of having a Wollongong team 
in the PSL is a good one. 

But { must also add that the 
PSL is no penny ante set up 
and it takes big money to exist 
in such company. 

And if you don’t believe it, 











ash any of the teams in the 
competition at present. 

Wollongong is basing much 
of its PSL plans on that of 
Newcastle United — an area 
similar to Wollongong. 

What must be noted of 
course is that at present New- 
castle has a financial problem 
— and a big one at that. 

There are a number of 
things I hope the Wollongong 
people have taken into consid- 
eration in their press for PSL 
status. 





First, the standard of play in 
the PSL is high and for $70,000 
there's no way 11 good players 
can be bought on the local 
market. 

I have seen it reported that 
the Wollongon officials hope 
that local expatriate players 
like Paul Kay, Larry Gaffney 
and Neil Williams to name a 
few, will return and play for 
the new club. 

I hope they are not forget- 
ting that if this is so, their 
present clubs will want hefty 
transfer fees for these players.

Healthy attendances at the 
two gaines J.U.S.T played 
at Western Oval indicated 
that support would remain 
Strong at that venue.

Council ALP caucus

Cr. Maddern said

A fenced ground, with

The Player's Viewpoint 


THE 


I’ve really been lucky so far 
in my career because I've 
trained under some of the 
best coaches in Australia. 


Rale Rasic is one of the best, 
probably the best I've. trained 
under, but Les Scheinflug also is 
a top coach. 


And I can’t go past Mike Johnson 
as an important influence early in my 
career. 


I started playing when I was,eight with 
Dundas United and I stayed with them 
until ] was 15 and when I joined Pan Helle- 
nic in the Sydney third grade. 

When Eel become a problem I 
joined Yugal until { was 17} when Mike 
Johnson ashed me to join St George. 

Actually my father paid my transfer 
fee, so that shows how keen he was for me 
to improve and he has been another major 
influence upon my success so far. 

At St George I played under Ross 
Warren in the third grade side for a full 
season before breaking into the first team. 

There were a lot of people at St George 
who really showed interest in me, people 
like John Warren, Manfred Schaefer and 
Mike Johnson. 

Mike was important to me when I was 
as young as 13 because at that age it gave 
me tremendous confidence to know that a 
first grade coach thought I could make it 
to the top. 

It was a big thrill for me to play along- 
side the tep players at St George and Doug 
Utjesenovic helped me with understan- 
ding about contracts as well as working 
out the flaws in my game. 

When I was 21 I joined Rale Rasic at 
Marconi and I have not looked back since. 

My first year at Marconi started well 
and after 10 games | had scored 10 goals. 

But injuries let me down and I sat out 
most of the second half of the season 
watching us throw away a six-point lead 
that we established at the top of the table 
by the half-way mark. =a 

It was probably my biggest dis- 
appointment, just watching from the side- 
line while things went wrong for us. 

But when you consider that I gained my 
first ful! international cap for Australia 
when I was only 191 can't really complain. 

Playing for iny country means a great 
deal to ine and I consider it an honur to go 
out there with an Australian strip on. 

Playing at national level is probably 
every player's dream and I now strive to 
become a regular in the first eleven. 

If you don’t aim for the top you remain 
an average player and | always strive to 
be the best player in the land. 

You need that goal to push you along 
and give you tha incentive to achieve your 
true potential. 

Playing for Australia under Rudi Gut- 
endorf is a lot different than it was under 
Brian Green and Jim Shoulder.

We go out to win now, not merely to try 
to do well. 

As Rudi Says: we act, not react, to our 
opponents. 

As for all that has been said about the 
many players selected to play for Austra- 
lia, Rudi always has said that he wants 
two teams, not one, so that any position 
can be covered in the event of injury. 

His Ie tenet to date puts pres- 
sure upon you to orm once you get 
your chance but it also established depth 
and that will prove crucial in our World 
Cup program. 

You have to have pressure to perform. 
You need someone biting at your heels to 
Keep you on your toes and it is the other 
players in the squad who provide that im- 
portant pressure. 

] think that our world tour later this 
year will see the first eleven settle down 
as we draw closer to elimination games 
for the 1982 World Cup finals. . 

1 reckon that we have a good chance of 
getting to Spain but we still can’t hope to 
compete against top nations. 

How can we possibly compete against 
the best in the world while Australian 
soccer remains on a part-time basis? 

We might practice a move # times a 
week whereas they practice it 138 times a 
week and obviously are getting to be more 
adept at executing it. 

Still, | can see things evening out for us 
as more esnphaiss is placed upon the phy- 
sical requirements of the game. 

Sure, shill is of paramount inportance, 
but a guy who can hardly run can no longer 
get by on shill alone. 

Fast, fit players are needed nowadays 
and even though we are only part-timers 
we have proved we can compete fairly 
successfully with other countries. 

Three gaines stand out in my represen- 
tative career — two for Australia and one 
with NSW. 

The Australia-Cosinos game probably 
was my most memorable because it was 
just incredible to play in front of your 
home crowd with about 70,000 people 
behind you, 

Scoring the winner against Milan in 
Sydney was another memorable game and 
I really enjoyed playing for NSW against 
Norwich, not just because I scored and 
had a hand in another tw 
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o goals, but be- 


Rovers’ president Russell Wilson was 
elated at the news that the licence finally 


had been granted. 


He said the licensed clubrooms would put 


Rovers on a firm financial footing. 
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a I was able to get into scoring posi- 
tions, 

Money and major sponsorship remains 
the biggest drawbach toward injecting 
much needed professionalism into all 
areas of our gaime-playing standards, 
coaching, administration and the media. 

I believe that TV coverage is the key 
which could unioch major sponsorship and 
give us the financial injection we need. 

With TV exposure we could lure major 
sponsors to get behind soccer and allow us 
to improve in inany ways. 

Our adininistrators do the best they can 
given that few of thein are full-timers. 
With healthy sponsorship clubs could im- 
prove facilities and playing standards 


with better squads and this would draw 


the crowds. 
The standard of coaching is especially 
high in the PSL with five or six excellent 
coaches and others who are quite com- 
petent. 
As for the media, I really haven't any 
complaints and I think that it is fair on the 
whole. 
Players are no different to anyone else 
in that they resent getting rubbished but it 
is a fact of your soccer life that you can be 
down one week and up the next. 
The way to handle the media is just to 
take the good with the bad but often a 
player Knows that he has played poorly yet 
he still gets annoyed when he reads it in 
the Press. 
At Marconi we are just starting to get 
out of a slump which js not unusual for a 
team that has been at the top for so long. 
You see it happen in Europe all the time 
when a top team can go no further and hits 
a bad spot. 
{ think that part of our slump came 
about probably due to our complacency, 
but the inain factor was the many players 
from Marconi representing Australia. 
When you looh bach you will see that we 
really haven't had a break from soccer for 
two years and it starts to take its toll 
bcause it’s so hard to stay mentally alert. 
During that time however we have 
gained experience and now we are work- 
ing up gradually. 
Our game against J.U.S.T. two weeks 
ago was brilliant and in the first half we 
played as well as I’ve seen Marconi play. 
I Know that there are not many games 
left but I firmly believe that we will give 
the title a big shake. 
We have a really strong squad and when 
we put it together we will steamroll any- 
one. 
As for my future, I strive to be the best 
in whatever | do and | ain to get in among 
the goals for Australia and to do wel! in 
Spain. 
It’s too far away for me to consider 
coaching but 1 see it as a great challenge 
and a way in which I could channel back 
the many things that soccer has given me.
